His office 
said he would be gone for a week 
or 10 days. His destination was not 
announced. 
Prospects were that the defense 
plant hearings would wind up to­ 
m orrow, m uch earlier than orig­ 
inally had been indicated. 
Six witnesses, all from eastern 
Pennsylvania, were to be quizzed 
today. Sen. Mundt (R-SD), who 
presided at yesterday’s sessions, 
said some of them would be from 
the Bethlehem Steel Co. plant in 
Bethlehem and some from other 
companies. 
The subcom m ittee heard three 
employes 
from 
the 
Bethlehem 
plant yesterday. All were identi­ 
fied as onetime Reds by H erm an 
E. Thomas of Allentown, Pa., a 
form er undercover agent for the 
FBI in the Com m unist party. 
Two invoked Fifth Amendment 
protection against self-incrim inat­ 
ing testim ony in declining to an­ 
swer questions about possible Com­ 
m unist affiliations, and Bethlehem 
prom ptly announced it would fire 
them. Mundt had dem anded that 
this be done. 
M cCarthy put in two brief ap­ 
pearances yesterday.

The president cam e up with a 
crisp No when asked for com m ent 
at his ne ws conference on the Mc­ 
Carthy attack. 
And, in w hat he did say later, 
Eisenhow er never did mention Mc­ 
Carthy by nam e. 
In this, the President was stick­ 
ing to his repeatedly stated policy 
of refusing to talk about McCar­ 
thy as an individual. 
The first question put to Eisen­ 
hower, at the crowded news con­ 
ference. dealt with M cCarthy’s per­ 
sonal attack. 
M cCarthy yesterday accused the 
President of a “ shrinking show of 
weakness” 
to w a rd 
comm unism 
and of tolerance for Reds who tor­ 
ture im prisoned Am ericans. 
A reporter sum m arized McCar 
thv's charges and then asked the 
President w hether he cared to com­ 
m ent in view of what the news­ 
m an term ed the personal nature o 
the criticism . 
The reporter also asked whether 
Eisenhow er saw any danger to the 
Republican party in the M cCarthy 


After a m om ent’s hesitation, the 
President shot back briskly that 
the answer with respect to the first 
part of the question—w hether he 
cared to com m ent in view of the 
personal nature of the c ritic ism - 
was No. 
Eisenhow er 
then 
added 
iorce- 
fuUv that he does not intend to 
¡indulge in personal vituperation or 
quarrels. 
The President w'ent on to say he 
always has upheld the right of 
Congress to conduct investigations, 
and wiU continue to do so. 
As for the second part of the 
opening question, w hether Eisen­ 
hower saw any danger to the Re­ 
publican 
party in the 
M cCarthy 
attack, 
the 
President 
referred 
newsm en 
to 
Leonard 
W. 
chairm an of the Republican Na­ 
tional Com m ittee. 
He 
suggested 
they ask Hall. what, in his opinion, 
the im pact will be on the party. 
By all signs, M cCarthy decided 
deliberately on a break with 
adm inistration. It was no off-the- 
cuff rem ark, but a prepared-in- 
advance statem ent, when he lashed 
at the President yesterday. 
M cCarthy apologized to Am eri­ 
can voters for telling them in the 
1952 cam paign that election of E i­ 
senhower would guarantee ‘‘a vig­ 
orous, forceful fight against Com­ 
munists in governm ent.” 
“ I was m istaken,” he declared. 
In the past there has been a 
good deal of friction between Mc­ 
Carthy and the adm inistration on 
the Com m unist issue and foreign 
policy. But Eisenhower, although 
critical of the senator in general 
term s, steadfastly has declined to 
speak out against him as an in­ 
dividual.
